Iw arecout number of tne St. James's 
Gazette appears an article under the 
heading “Hngland’s Growth in a 
Century.” It is a very ably written 
condensed commercial history of our 
country during the past century, 
which must prove of great intcrest 
to our readers, and we therefore re- 
producing it :— ; 
“The commercial and industrial his- 
tory of Great Britain is a yet unwritten. 
For the last twenty-six years ample 
statistics are accessible ; but they be- 
come more and more rare as we travel 
backward from 1854. “Some facts, 


be grasped, and these serve as mile- 
stoned in the history of the past. We 
can trace the increase of our popula- 
tion with precision from 1801; we can 
' trace the history of our commerce, as 
measured by imports and exports, back 
to 1696; and if the question be ap. 
proached in the temper of the impartial 
historian —-taking no account of party 
movement or political theory, Dnt 
strictly confining ourselves to tho 
course of industrial activity and pro- 
gress—we shall. see how rarely the 
politician has the influcnco that he 
imagines himself to exert on the public 
welfare. a 
« At the time when France was con- 
vulsed ‘by the torrible uprising which 
" destroyod the relics of her feulal sys- 
tem, a revolution of a very different 
natore was being preparedand wrought 
~ ontin Hogland. The troubles of 1745 
: galled the attention of those responsible 
for the military defeace in the country 
to the infamous state of the roads. In 
North Britain roads properly so called 
were, almost non-existent before the 
good wark of road making carried ont 
by General Wade. Ia England in 
1758 Brindley—by the construction of 
- the Bridgewater Canal—commenced a 
system of inland water communication | 
which first awoke the spirit of indus.

English invention. The harvest, 
thickening year by year, was tho main; 
soureo of the wealth and powor of tho | 
English nation ; and tho application of | 
science to industry was aided and on- | 
forced by the rapid growth of the po- | 
pulation. Lvorything was gowing in 


‘England for more than a century and 


ahalf, except the size oftho island; 
and even as to this, engincoring skill 
aided, between 1867 “and 1880, 
2,000,000 of acres to the cultivated aroa 
ofthe British Islands. A whole county 
was reclaimed from sca and morass in 
the Fen districts. 

OF tho growth of the population of 
England we have no trustworthy ac- 
count before tho commencement of tho 
prosont contury. In 180], the inhabi- 
tants of Eugland and Wales, in rounil 
numbers, were 8,890,000, In 1700, if 
tho samo rato of increaso prevailed in 
the otghteenth as that noted in the 
ninteenth century, the number coal 
not much hayo excealod 3,000,000. Tt 
is, however, more probable that tho 
rate of increase was then lower. In 
tho first part of the: present century, 
from 1801 to 1541, the inerease has 
beon at the rate of 188 per cent, from | 
8,890,000. to 15,900,000. From 18 b1 to | 
1881 it has been somowhat less rapid, 
or at the rate of 163 por cont., with a 
result of 26,000,000 souls—very nearly 
trebling in eighty years. 

‘Tho patient toil of Cesar Moreau 
has furnished us with a statoment of 
the commerco of Great Britain, as’ moa- 
snred by its imports and exports, and 
by.the tonnage of its vessels, from the 
year 1697 to the year 1823. Taking 
round figures, we find tnat- the total 
tonuaggof both entering and eldhring 
vessels, in 1700, was about 30,900 tons. 


In 1720 it had rison to 42,000; in 


1760 it was. abott 60,000 tons; in 
1809 about 175,000 tons. In 1840, 
the aggregate tonnage of British aud 
foreign vessels, sailing and steam, en- 
toring ani clearing ports in the United 
Kingdom, with cargo or in ballast, 
was 9,300,000 tons. In 1880 the 
firures for the same trade amounted to 
68,738,000 tons, showiag’ a fraction 
move than soxttpling in forty years. 
If we endeavour to form soine es: 
timate of that increase in the mechani- 
cal motor power to which so much of 
this increasod activity of commerce is 
due, we must look at our collieries. 
Tho nambers of tons of coal ‘raised in 
1800 is diffcnlé now to ascertain ; but 
itis known how much was raised in 
that year in the South Wales district ; 
and if we suppose this quantity to bear | 
tho same proportion to the total output 
that it did in.1817-(as stated when the 
subject was brouzht before the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, in 1849), we 
arrive at the total of 16,666,600 tons 
for 1800. In 1854, the output was 
64,660,000 tons; in 1830, 183,808,000 
tons haviug increased. above eightfold 
in eighty years, In 1869 it was esti- 
mated that out of the 107 million tons 
of coal won in- that year twenty-fivo 
millions were cousamed in producing 
steampower for manufactures, and fivo 
millions, more for locomotion by land 
and by sea. A similar proportion for 
1880 would raise the thirty million tons 
of 1860 to thirty-six millions. In 1854 
the proportion would have been a 
little over nincteen roillions of tons 
of. coal used in raising steam for 
mechanical work:is under-estimated 
if set down as equal to that of 290,000 
horses. A consumption of nineteen | 
millions of tons of coal, costing under 
£6,000,000 at the pit’s month, must 
have effected tho work: of 3,800,000 


‘horses, which is worth more than | 


£266,000,000, ‘The consumption of 
thirty-seven millions of tons of coal 
representsthe work of 7,400,000 horses 
Thas the gain of £20,000,000 in 1834, 
rising to above £500,000,000 in 1880, 
js an-under,estimate of tho-net profit 
earned by that portion of our coal sup- 
ply is devoted to feeding the fires of 
‘steam-ongines. And that source of 
profit, bo it more or less than.the above 
ostimate, ig all clear addition” to the 
earning power of the country sinco the 
year 1781. Tho number“and power of 
the steam-engines at workin the United 
Kingdoni are unknown. Bat as to the 
application ‘of steam to transport, the 
oarning: of our railways have, risen 
from .17.3 wriflions‘sterling-in. 1854 to 
hard upon 62 millions in 1880 ;.and the 
tonnage of registered stoam-veasols, ox- 
clusive of river stoamors omployod in 


tho fordign sud home trade, lias rison 


f 


from 61,900 tons in 19854 to 2,594,000 
tonsin 1880. The men employed, éx- 
elusive of mastors, wore 4,380 in the 
former yoar, and 84,30b in tho latter, 
The inevoaso in the twonty-six years has 
been threo and a half fold for the land 
transport, aud four and one-third fald 
for-tho sea transport. “Tho incroase of 
popalation in tho period has been at 
tho rate of 133 par corite. . 
In this-elanee at the past century of 
our national life, the milestones, al- 
though only here and there visible, 
aro yet sufficient to met ont distinct 
points in the path of progress. It is] 
now just a hundred years since tho 
stoam-cnging was born, boing called 
into active life by-the giftof the crank. 
Sinco that time the poprlation of Great. 
Britain has been multiplied five-fold. 
And to that teeming and energetic 
race has been given, yearaftor yoar. 
the evor-growing service of a power 
which at the present moment is more 
than that of seven and a half million of 
horses—of horses with which the no. 
blest of quadrupeds cannot compare in 
either rovularity, durability, or speed ; 
horses which, if we only credit with 
the nominal value of their work, cost 
less than a shilling for every pound 
that thoy carn. Llow petty isthe valuo 
of fiseal regulations or financial theory 
when compared to the action of such a 
mainspring of national wealth !

The latest news from Tunis reports 
that a French advance upon Kairwan 
is momentarily expected. Kairwan is 
a decayed town, situated ina marshy 
plain about 80 miles south of Tunis. 
It is surrounded by a brick avall; sur- 
mounted by four towers, which can 
offer but little opposition to the French 
artillery. ‘The town ‘has’ a popy- 
lation of about 12,000 ‘inhabitants, 
and contains sorho 40 ecclesiastical 
structures, of which the Ukbah Mosque, 
one of the most sacred of Tslam, is 
compassed by aquadraugular wall, and 
is-celebrated for its numerous ancient 
pillats of marble, granite, and porphyry. 
The manufactures of Kairwan are prin. 
cipally. saddlery and sandals, and it 
has a prosporous trade in furs .
